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People desiring to take the Hudson Valley line at this point should take United Traction car marked " Troy " leaving 
postoffice, or Union Station, every ten minutes, or D. & H. belt line train every half hour from Union Station to Troy, 
allowing forty minutes for the trip by United Traction Company and thirty minutes by D. & H. When making the trip by 
trolley, passengers should leave the car at Franklin Square, Troy, walk two blocks to corner 4th and Fulton Streets to the 
agency of the Company, J. B. Spotten's Pharmacy, where information regarding the cars may be had and tickets purchased. Or, if the trip is 
made by D. & H., Hudson Valley cars may be boarded at the Union Station, Troy, at thirty-five minutes after the hour.

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MECHANICVILLE 



Here the main line of the road branches off, going to Round Lake, Ballston and Saratoga. Cars leave Park 
Avenue hourly for these points, as well as for Troy and points North.

c> A i i ctam ^r>A spoken of as one. At both places are the famous mineral springs of America. Through cars arrive and depart 

— - f rom both points every hour, and local ;ars run between the two places every half hour in the winter, and every 

fifteen minutes in summer. There are many points of interest along the line between these two places, such as 
the famous Geyser Spring, Arondack Spring and the Florida Ostrich Farm. The latter shows a correct representation of the Florida farm which so 
many Northern people visit every year. 

During the summer a fifteen minute schedule to the race track and Kaydeross Park is maintained. Kaydeross Park is situated on Saratoga Lake 
and is owned and managed by the railroad company. A large, open air theatre is a feature, where refined vaudeville is given each afternoon and 
evening except Sunday, when a military band furnishes sacred concerts in the Casino, together with frequent concerts through the week. Bathing, 
boating and fishing supply amusement for all. Fare from Saratoga to the Lake 10c, Ballston, 10c 

From Saratoga one may take the new line of the trolley to Glens Falls, passing through Wilton, Mt. McGregor and other beautiful places. This 
is one of the most delightful rides imaginable to Glens Falls, Lake George, or Warrensburg.

Here the main shops and car barns of the Company are located. A little further along the line at the Southern 
end of the town is another power plant of the Company, Power House No. I, which furnishes power for points 

South as far as Waterford and North to Thomson.

A large'^bowling alley is on the hotel grounds and pool, billiards, ping 

pong, Manhattan and shuffle boards are also provided. A large and commodious casino is also located 

on the hotel grounds for the use of picnic parties, and in the afternoon and evening refined vaudeville 

can be enjoyed by hotel guests as well as many others who desire a delightful trolley ride and two 

hours of refined amusement.
